His proposition, like so many 
others offered to CIA, is to publicize .the so-called "unsung heroes 
of the "silent service"— and he will not use "CIA" as such but will 
assxire advertising and potential sponsors the series is "authentic"-- 
which to me means these people will know it's CIA. 

ii. Mr. Payne's theory of using what he terms the "osmotic 
principle" to train children in moral integrity, courage, strength, 
tenacity, honor, etc., I am siire will find educators and parents 
who doubt the efficacy of this, and who think home, school, church 
and community will have a more lasting effect.
